Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
show a circuit for analog-to-digital conversion, comprising a second pre-amplification circuit, 
comprising a plurality of amplifiers, that is coupled to the first pre-amplification circuit; and a 
second series of average resistors coupled between an output of each amplifier of the second pre- 
amplification circuit. Therefore, claims 1-21 are allowed.
